It is estimated 
that without this free service Al- 
berta patients last year would have 
spent $500, 000.00 Besides this 
money saving advantage we must 
not forget the lives that have been 
saved by a ready supply of blood 
plasma. It was stated that we 
must not rest on our laurels as 
more and more blood donors are 
required, not only to meet our re- 
quirements in peacetime, but now 
to build up a supply of plasma 
for the defence forces of our coun- 
try.

\ ting to arange for the drive which 
is to get underway very shortly.

Don’t Freeze Inflation 


The cost of living index rose by nearly 
three points in January, and there is every 
indication it will continue to rise if unchecked 


by governmental intervention. 

If the government persists in saying price 
and wage control is impractical at this time, 
we wonder just when it will be practical. 
Already the prices of consumer goods have 
climbed so high that the 1951 dollar is worth 
only a fraction of the 1946 dollar. Certainly, 
if the farmers, low wage earners and those 
on fixed investment or pension income are to 
be protected it will not be by fixing prices at 
double their present figures. 

If the government is now considering 
price control, we suggest an effort be made 
to do it pretty quickly, before present prices 
get sweepingly out of hand. Price control 
should be used to prevent inflation — not 
confirm it. 

At the risk of using a hackneyed expres- 
sion, we have observed that there is no point 
in making the barn door secure AFTER the 
horse has been stolen. 


What Happened 
To Dr. Wood? 


There is a brand of journalism that looks 
for a nigger in every woodpile wherever 
politics are concerned. In the case of Dr. 


Wood, some think there are sinister dealings 
concerning proposed Whitecourt to Valley- 
view highway that the member from High 
Prairie couldn’t stomach. 

We don’t think there is anything off- 
color in this highway deal, but no doubt the 
wrangling over it has made the Doctor come 
to realize what a truly charmed life he lived 
before he foolishly attended that nomination 
meeting before the last Provincial election. 

Morinville, Westlock and Barrhead dis- 
tricts want to see the highway cut across 
country through Fort Assiniboine. Onoway, 
Sangudo, Mayerthorpe and Whitecourt natur- 
ally want it exactly where the government 
now plans it, Up in the High Prairie country 
there are views whatever decision has been 
arrived at, and that’s what caused Dr. Wood 
all the trouble. 

The highway obviously can’t be built 
in both places at the same. time. But we 
believe it won’t be long until a route via 
Fort Assiniboine can be considered in addi- 
tion to the Whitecourt cut-off. There must 
be thousands of acres of good land waiting 
for the brush- breakers plow and all this 
country can be opened up for settlement. 


A Blow to the West 


Western farmers who want to buy 
manufactured goods pay Eastern groups the 
retail price effective in the United States 


plus an arbitrary customs duty of 10%, 20% 
or 30% or whatever price the Eastern manu- 
facturers think is necessary to guarantee 
them an exclusive market at their own price. 

But Western producers do not get any 
such protection. Farm products are sold 
at or below the world market prices. Alberta 
could have a booming Coal Mining industry 
if the same sort of protection given, say, 
the manufacturers of farm machinery were 
given the producers of Alberta coal. 

To avoid putting duties on the import 
of Pennsylvania coal into Ontario, and yet 
give a token of support to Alberta’s coal in- 
dustry, the Dominion government many 
“years ago provided a subsidy to help pay the 
freight charges to Eastern Canada. The Rail- 
ways assisted the sale of Alberta coal in 
Ontario giving a lower rate. But now the 
freight rate is being increased. 

This will eliminate Alberta coal from 
Eastern markets and throw a good many 
miners out of work. It will produce some 
more mining ghost towns. It will ensure that 
more and more Canadian dollars. go the the 
U.S.A. 

It isn’t often that Solon Low comes up 
with a good idea, but his suggestion to es- 
tablish industries in Alberta where the coal 
and natural gas is, is a good idea even if 
obvious. We have the potentialities here for 
great industries with big cities and millions 
of population. We now have the ideas. Let’s 
see some action.

Not Peace!

Not long ago the nation was exhorted by re- 
ligious and political leaders.to pray for peace. 

We yield to no one in our advocacy of prayer 
and reliance upon the blessings and mercy of 
Almight God. Yet we doubt that this is what 
the people of this country need at the present time. 
There is danger yet, in praying for peace, we turn 
the problem ovér to God, and dodge our stern duty 
under the comforting consolation that everything 
is in the hands of the omnipotent. 

We would not pray for peace unless we had an 
idea that some effect would be exerted upon those 

. who menace the peace. It is not 
the people of Canada, or the gov- 
ernment, that threatens to make 
shambles of the fruits of civiliza- 
tion. 


Rather, as we look ahead, we 
would pray God to give us 
strength and the courage to stand 
up for, and defend, the civiliza- 
tion that has come down to us 
through the ages. We would ask 
for power to face whatever sacri- 
fice defence of the right, as we 
see it, might entail. We would 
ask strength to bear whatever that duty entails 
and the mercy of God as we, as a nation, prepare 
to drink whatever cup is offered to our lips. 


AN ALL-OUT FOREIGN POLICY 
It is no weakness on the part of the Canadian 
government to latch on to the foreign policy of 


the United States. There is a great deal of con- 
troversy on whether or not the United Nations 
should recognize Communist China, and accept the 
Communists as the legitimate Chinese government. 
Whatever we do, however, we should do with 
resolute decision. 

“Let’s make up our minds and then let’s tell 
the world the answers,” suggests Governor Thomas 
E. Dewey, of New York, who adds that then 
“nobody will ever have an excuse to drag us into 
an accidental war.” 

The New York governor, twice the nominee of 
his party for the presidency, continues to state his 
views which are entirely antagonistic to those 
expressed by former President Herbert Hoover and 
Senator Robert A. Taft, of Ohio. Mr. Dewey in- 
sists that isolationism, which he opposes, has twice 
led his country, unarmed and unprepared, into 
bloody conflicts. : 

Not only would Mr. Dewey extend assistance to 
the nations that signed the North Atlantic Treaty 
but he proposes that this policy be extended along 
the Mediterreanean sea and beyond its eastern 
shores to other land areas where the Russians might 
have designs. 

In this time of crisis, the safety of the western 
powers is in knowing who our friends are, sticking 
with them and letting the Communist world know 
we are going to stick with them, come what may, 
and do it. 

Theodore Roosevelt said, “Speak softly and carry 
a big stick.” I am no Roosevelt but I would say, 
“Carry a big stick and speak up for freedom loud 
and long.”

Ex-Farm Union Directors 
Blast President Henry Young 


Three former directors of the Farmers’ Union of Alberta 
this week blasted President Henry Young for his lack of action 
in ousting alleged Communists from the organization, and sug- 
gested that farmers should ignore the FUA and join the Alberta 


Federation of Agriculture. 

In a statement to this news- 
paper, Karl V. Kapler of Strome, 
Mrs. Vera Lowe of St. Albert, and 
Mrs. Susan Gunn of Lloydminster 
said that continued membership 
on the FUA Central Board 
“would not only be futile, but mis- 
leading to farm people.” 

“Mr. Young now is keen to pub- 
licize the fact that a committee 
was appointed at the recent board 
meeting to bring in a@ constitution- 
al amendment to the next con- 
vention,” said the statement. “Let 
us make quite clear that Mr. 
Young and members of the exe- 
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cutive ean take no credit for 
that.’ 

“Further,” the statement con- 
tinued, “let us make completely 
clear that at the last convention, 
an amendment in legal form was 
passed and incorporated in the 
constitution to provide for ex- 
pulsion. It was found when the 
board met, that the amendment 
was ineffective. There is no as- 
surance that future amendments 


will not also be absolutely futile. . 


To rest the case, therefore, on 
this procedure, would have been, 
in our opinion, misleading to the 
people in the country. 

“One question remains to be 
answered—'‘Where do we go from 
here?’ The answer to this question 
rests, in our. opinion, with the 
farm people of this province. The 
future course of farm organiza- 
tion in Alberta must be determ- 
ined by the groups, locals and 
districts, within the organization, 
and the seventy thousand farmers

in Alberta who still remain out- 
sides the UFA. 

“In this connection it is inter- 
esting to note action already tak- 
en by one district board which 
passed the following resolution: 
‘That ‘this district board recom- 
mends that the real long-term in- 
terests of the farmers can best be 
served by consideration being 
given to joining the Alberta Fed- 
eration of Agriculture as a dis- 
trict representing a direct mem- 
bership. body’,” the statement 
concluded. 


Young Says Districts 

Can’t Quit 3 Farm Union 

In reply to charges from former 
Farm Union directors who sug- 
gested farmers should desert the 
FUA and join the Alberta Feder- 
ation of Agriculture, and pointed 
out that one district board is al- 
ready considering such ction, 
Henry Young, president, told this 
newspaper that “no district board 
has the power to withdraw from 
the organization.” 

He added that they could not 
transfer any part of the FUA or- 
ganization or funds to any other 
organization. He said “members 
may withdraw as _ individuals 
only.” 

Appointments have been made 
to fill vacancies on the central 
- board caused by recent resigna- 
tions, Mr. Young said. 

The president has contended 
that no action can be taken to oust 
communists in the Union because 
the constitution does not proivde 
for this. He says that ousting will 
have to wait for another provin- 
cial convention, when the consti- 
tion can be amended. 

Meanwhile, Roy C. Marler, : of 
Bremner, said that the Alberta
